The above changes to claims 1 , 9 and 19 have been made further specify how 
far the radially extending portion of the side liner extends. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the invention 
patented by Pafarrer (U.S. Patent 2,537,084). The improvement comprises a suction 
side (26) or drive side (28) configured as a side liner (92) having a radially extending 
portion (86) in the area radially inward of the discharge neck (figure 9, 56). The liners of 
Pfarrer extend past the neck of the pump in the direction of the volute.
